in lespeet of one 38 bore pistol with fifty cartridges and fhiiteen

(6) Hav Man Bahadur of the Nepal Government Military Department 

in respect of one ,18 hoie pistol with fifty cartridges and thirteen

(J Slates (I jaws) Acf, 1950 (XXX oi 1950), the Central Government is pleased 
to extend the West Bengal Security Act, 1950 (West Bengal Act XIX of 1950),

offence committed against the said Order, 

(c) any investigation, legal proceeding or remedy in respect of any such 

penalty, forfeiture or punishment, 

and any such investigation, legal proceeding or remedy may bo 
instituted, continued oi enforced, and any such penalty, forfeiture 
or punishment may be imposed as if the haid Order had not beeu 
repealed.

GENE HAL PULES IIEL AT IN 0 TO WHARFAGE CHARGES ON GOODS 

(1) The above charges are exclusive of lighterage and/or handling. If the 
goods are handled and/or conveyed in lighters by Port Administration, an extra 
charge or charges shall be levied as prescribed from time to time by the Port 
Administration. 

(2) For assessing charges, a Ion is equal lo 50 c.ft. or 20 cut whichever 
yields the higher amount of dues, (’barges bh.t'l be levied on a minimum of 
one ton, on goods charged at a rate per ton. 

(3) Packages etc. of assorted goods or sundry goods will he charged tvluutage 
on that article comprised in the contents which stands the highest in Ibis 
section, 

(4) Wharfage charges shall not be levied on bona fide material weighing 
less than 10 cwt landed from or taken on board ship for repair work Similarly 
no wharfage shall he levied on provisions for the consumption of ships duiiug 
their stay m the Port. 

(5) In the total of bills, fraction of an anna 1 s B than half an anna will be 
disregarded and half anna or over will be leckom d as one anna. 
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(0) In calculating tin- cubical contents oi packages for toe purpose of assess- 
li' g abovo charges, l illations of a toot uot exceeding threa inches will be dis- 
regarded; traction, cm ceding tinea inches but not exceeding nine inches will 
be reckoned as half a loot, and fraction exceeding nine inches will be reckoned 
as one loot 

(7) No wharfage fees will be levied on foodgrain, sugar and cement etc. 
■collected from sweepings oi the ship. Similarly no feeo will be levied on damaged 
goods removed by the Port Health Officer for destruction provided such damage 
has "U occurred through the fault of the consignee.
